In the first place, a tax bill 
has been passed v.-hich increases the tax 
burden on the people regardless of what 
the expenditures may be.

Judging from past experience, the ad- 


ministration's idea of economy seems to be 
centered on such projects as reduced ap- 
propriations for the National Guard and 
for the University of Wisconsin.

and other similar measures, cannot fur- 
nish relief. 
Instead of decreasing con- 


gestion they 
invite more 
congestion. 


Jinny individuals have already come to 
feel that the modern great city and the 
thing if will bo in a few more years of phe- 
nomenal growth is a horror to be shunned 
if possible. 
They feel that decentraliza- 


tion is needed and that transportation to 
outlying smaller communities is more ur- 
gent than double-deck streets within the 
city. 
And in spite of all this logic and 


common sense and craving for a chance 
for more wholesome, sane and efficient 
living." the cities continue io draw people 
to them. 
Some time the pendulum will 


swing the other way, and the breaking 
point of efficiency foretold by the experts 
may start the counter movement. 


Take a community like Appleton, for 


instance. 
There is much more hero to 


contribute to the enjoyment and welfare 
of the ordinary person than a large city 
can afford. 
If there is anything to be 


had from life in a greatly congested area 
which is not to be had in the smaller 
communities, it necessarily falls to the 
wealthy. They can enjoy the advantages 
of art. music and other things that center 
in the larger cities, and they can also live 
in the open. But the millions cannot do 
this. 
Their lives are not comparable to 


the lives of people who live in smaller 
cities, particularly a city like Appleton, 
with its wonderful natural surroundings 
and easy accessibility to every ,form of 
outdoor life and pastime. "We think peo- 
ple in communities like this do not prop- 
erly or adequately appraise their advan- 
tages and blessings. 
"What they are apt 


to complain about are trivial matters. 
They have a great deal more than they 
realize and arc fortunate to live in such 
an environment. Some day^more people 
in the great cities will learn this.truth for 
themselves and there will be* a migration 
different from what is now taking place. 


BUSINESS FRONTIERS 


Edmund Hugo Stinnes. eldest son of 


the great Hugo Stinnes and his chief suc- 
cessor, says the solution for Europe's 
economic problem is the erasure of na- 
tional frontiers, especially custom fron- 
tiers. 


Europe, he maintains, is a natural eco- 


nomic unit. It should do busine.s - as one 
great organization of nations, not as rival 
nations fighting each other in industry as 
in diplomacy and arms. 
The economic 


warfare kept up between them, he says, 
makes Europe's ''overhead expenses'' al- 
together too high. 
It is largely on this 


account, lie holds, that the European 
standard of living averages 50 per cent 
below the American standard. 


He wants to cheapen production by 


lowering this cost of business warfare. 
Especially he wants to lower it between 
Germany and France, which naturally 
supplement each other in natural resourc- 
es and industrial equipment. French 
iron and German coal are symbols of the 
weed the two nations have of earh other. 


Perhaps he is right. The Stinnes fam- 


ily has done much to prove business in- 
ternational. Hut ho will have a hard job

The sweat contains no increased amount of waste 
matter. It Is practically nothing but salty water. 
It carries no appreciable amount of waste matter 
out of the system. It serves no other purpose than 
cooling the body. This is the sound physiology of 
the matter, and I challenge anyone to take issve 
with the scientific truth here expressed. 


Xow. 
then, children—you are children so far ns 


your knowledge of human physiology Is concerned 
—It should be fairly clear to you that a sudden 
chilling after vigorous exercise or work Is' quite 
different from a sudden chilling after a hot bath 
or ratificial overheating of tho body In any way. 
The chilling after exercise may sufficiently effect 
the circulation as to retard the removal of waste 
matter and so make the muscles sore or lame. A 
chilling after an artificially Induced sweat can 
have no such effect because there is no Increased 
oxidation and no increased production of 
waste 


matter.

two or three pages. Grant at 40 would 
have had li'ttle more to say about him- 
self than that he had been a-failure 
In everything he had'undertaken. -It 
is the rare exception in public life 
who had done anything at'r40 -that 
would' conceivably cause ayone'<to 
be interested In his'autobiography. 


In ^literature there have been rather 


a' largo number of examples of those 
who had done their best work at that 
age. 
Shelley and Keats will come-to 


mind first. Shakespeare had written 
a largo number of his plays at that 
age and as a general thing the Tyrlcai 
poets have done much of their best 
work before that age. But the great 
epics, the sustained work, like "Para- 
dise Lost" and "The Ring and the 
Book," are

product 
of older 


minds. 
In 
our own day 
Hardy's 


"Dynasts" is the work of a man who 
had reached a time of life when most 
men have retired. - , 
' 


The example is also classic of Wil- 


liam Do Morgan who did not begiij 
writing until he was 60 and 
thei.< 


achieved a big reputation. Edgar Lee 
Mostora did not do anything worth 
while In literature until he was ap- 
proaching 60. Robert Frost was still 
a complete failure at 40 but a year or 
two later had conquered the English- 
speaking world. 


Perhaps Ford's idea Is much truer 


and shrewder than John Hay's after 
all. Many a man who was a failure at 
40 has turned out to be a success. But 
Ford's point is important that during 
tho years before 40 a man must have 
been getting his tools ready. All these 
successes lato in life had been work- 
Ing incessantly preparing themselves. 
De Morgan began to write for pubH- 
cation at 60 but ho had been practic- 
ing for 40 years or more before that.

COCAINE HABIT GROWS 


AMONG EGYPT YOUTHS 


By Associated Press 


London—The city of London, in- 


stead of talking about subways, builds 
them. For several years this has been 
goinjr on. and in consequence there 
is seldom a crush. 
Except for an 


hour t>r two in the morning and again 
at the end of the workday, the tube 
trains seldom have any strap-hangers. 
There are seats enough to go around. 
\nd ther0 are comfortable seats. Well- 
stuffed plush or leather cover most of 
them. Only the very oldest coaches 
have the plain straw seats so common 
in America. One can, and does, smoke 
in about half of the cars without foul- 
ing the air. unduly. For there is sel- 
dom a close-packed crowd. 


Fares for the short rides are cheap- 


er than in New York, and for longer 
rides the cost is higher. Instead of a 
standard fare for any distance, the 
London tubes charge for the length 
of the ride. Three half-pence is the 
minimum, but this soon is to be re 
duced to a penny. The cost of ordin- 
ary runs usually average a little less 
than a pennjwa mile. The omnibuses 
which, like the tubes, spread out in all 
directions charge about the same. 


LINES EXTENDED 


Last year the lines of two of the un- 


derground railways were extended far 
out into suburban territory. London, 
unconfined by either sea or river, and 
not 
caring to grow upward in the 


American apartment-house manner, is 
sprawling out in every direction with 
great rapidity. 


The tubes are helping to create sub- 


urbs, already encouraged 
by steam 


railway lines from a dozen or more 


London terminals. Some of the under- 
ground lines make a. practice of buy- 


cr outlying property, pushing their 


rails out to it, and then advertising it 
for sale to home-seekers, who. of 
course, become habitual patrons of the 
electric trains. 


But one is beginning to hear com- 


plaints that the suburbs they are help- 
ing to make are becoming too thick. 
Only recently it was, proposed that a 
green belt 
of parts, forests, golf 


courses or other open spaces be es 
tablished around the greater city, to 
preserve some of the amenities of the 
countryside within easy reach of Lou 
doners.

Daily earnings 
of $15 to S25 a" day-are not at all un- 
usual with men and women beggars 
of experience. Two brothers who 
were offered 
jobs energetically de- 


clined them, saying they wero making 
much more money with their concerts. 
These concerts consisted in singing 
before the houses of the middle class 
and followinsr'the performance with a 
sod story ending in a plea for alms. 
One of the brothers, it developed, 
spent his Sundays driving a motor- 
cycle with his fiancee. 


In another instance a beggar offered 


the owner of a certain clever dog $100 
for the .loan of the canine during beg- 
King hours because, he said, the ani- 
mal would help his business. Another 
beggar engaged two cripples to beg 
for him. He paid them a regular sal- 
ary, but claimed the entire earnings. 
In still another case a beggar who 
pretended he was a disabled war vet- 
eran paid two watchers twenty-five 
cents an hours each to warn him 
whenever a policeman appeared. 


Investigation further developed that 


one of the most lucrative forms of 
begging was that of exhibiting chil- 
dren by way of winning public sym- 
pathy. It was discovered that there 
exists a school in Leipsic at which 
children are taught 
by experienced 


beggars what to say and what sort of 
doleful face to put up. Children thus 
trained ai" then hired out to profes- 
sional' beggars, who in return hand 
over a share of the proceeds to the 
ilircctor of the school.

The number of 
whip-women has grown to 12 because 
some women left their share of the 
concession to two daughters, but even 
though the price of checking whips is 
now three pence, the whip-women of 
today cannot make a. living, they say.
